Judge Warwick Hough Says 
He Will Turn Evidence in 
Divorce Cases Over to the 
Prosecuting Attorney. 


TIRED OF FREQUENT 
OHARGES OF THE KIND 


Denounces Wife Deserters 
From the Bench and Asks 
the Attorneys to Co-Operate 
With Him in Bringing 
Them to Justice. 


Wife deserters, whose wives apply for dl- 
yorce in Judge Warwick Hough's division 
of the Circuit Court, will be right in line 
for trouble. 

Judge Hough has announced that it will 
be the rule of his court henceforth to lay 
the evidence of desertion and non-support 
‘$n such cases before the prosecuting-at- 
torney and lend every effort in his power to 
‘enforce the statute for wife-abandonment 
against such husbands. 

Judge Hough has been considering this 

step for some time. He is influenced by 
the large number of divorce suits filed by 
women, in which the leading allegations 
are desertion a short while after marriage 
and continued non-support. 
His decision assumed definite form at the 
close of the suit for divorce brought by 
Mrs. Loulse Ruggabor against John Rugga- 
ber. 

The pleintif!f was represented by Attorney 
BE. F. Cunningham. The defendant did 


not appear. 
Mrs. Ruggaber testified that her husband 


never supported her from the day he wed-» 


der her, and flanlly deserted her 18. months 
after the marriage. 

She was granted a decree and the resto- 
ration of her maiden name, Louise Hun- 
dertmark, with $10 alimony in gross. 

After entering the order Judge Hough 
made the following statement from the 
bench: ‘Hereafter, I intend to place the 
evidence of divorce oases, in which wanton 
desertion is cited in this court, before the 
prosecuting attornéy, in an effort to break 
up this practice. 


Asks Co-Operation 

of the Attorneys. 

“The court suggests to attorneys In such 
cases that they assist the court In this 
procedure. Such offenders ought to be 
convicted and jailed under the wife-aban- 
donment statutes. 

‘There are too many reckless fellows who 
presume on a passing acquaintance, made, 
perhaps, in a street car or under similar 
circumstances, who marry girls with no gse- 
rious intentions of fulfilling the obligations 
of a husband. Too frequently they elope 
with a girl with the evident purpose of de- 
serting her at the first opportunity.

By filing in efferson City their forma! ac- 
ceptance of the provisions of the street 
railway consolidation law passed in 1899, 
the directors of the St. Louis & Suburban 
Railway Co. have prepared the way for the 
consolidation of that road with the 8t. 
Louis Transit Co. at any time tn the future. 

All the legal preliminaries are now ar- 
ranged, and the control of the Suburban 
System can be turned over to the transit 
company at any time that the managers 
of both systems ca nagree upon a financial 
basis for the transaction. 

President Kennard of the Suburban de 
nies that his road is to be sold to the Tran- 
sit company, but persons familiar with the 
situation point out that the consolidation 
may be affected by the Transit company 
merely leasing the Suburban system and 
operating it, just’ as it does its present 
lines, all of which are leased from the 
United Railways Co. 

The action of the Suburban officials tn 
filing their acceptance of the provisions of 
the street railway law of 1899 followed im- 
mediately a notice filed with the secretary 
of state that the capital stock of the Subur- 
ban and its co-ordinate branches had been 
increased.

This notice, filed Jan. 6, 1903, announced 
the increase of the capital stock of the 
St. Louls & Suburban from $3,000,000 to

Attorneys E. J. Pinney of Cleveland, rep- 
resenting the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, and W. T. Irwin of Peoria, rep- 
resenting the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen, held a two hours’ consultation at 
the office of Attorney F. N. Judson, who 
has been asked to become associated with 
them. 

Leaders Are 

Waiting. 

Grand Master Morriesey of the Trainmen 
and Grand Master Hannahan of the Fire- 
men said there were developments in the 
situation beyond what might come from 
the consultations with the attorneys. 

President Ramsey stated that nothing 
new had developed in the Wabash side of 
the situation, and the matter was now en- 
tirely in the hands of the courts. 

The feeling among the committeemen in 
St. Louis Thursday indicated that ‘‘wait- 
ing orders’’ had been issued, and no new 
developments were expected pending the 
results of the attorney's decision and 
awaiting the!r action. 

The prospect of the men striking as indi- 
viduals or secking to evade the injunction 
are considered remote.

As he was leaving the house he saw a 
loaded rifle and grabbed ft. Soon after he 
was pursued by 16 armed men, whom he 
held at bay and finally escaped to the river, 
where, at the point of his Winchester, he

After emptying the rifle he gave it to the 
man with the skiff and then escaped ag 
rapidly ag possible. 

It is believed here that Knapp has begun 
to regard himself as a hero and that his 
mania for bragging of his feats in crime 
has caused him to exaggerate them.

HAMILTON, O., March 5.—Alfred Knapp 
today accused his last dead wife of mur-

While the opposition to Stephens con- 
tinues to grow through the activity of the 
executive committee of the Nonpartisan 
League, he is assured of the solid backing 
of his own party, which he thinks is in- 
vulnerable to the attacks of the opposition. 

Mr. Stephens returned from a trip South 
Wednesday and during most of the after- 
noon he held a levee in his private office 
as president of the East St. Louls Trugt 
and Savings Bank. It was party social and 
partly political, especially the iatter, after 
Auditor J. W. Kirk called to pay his re- 
spects. During the may or’ s absence it had 
been talked around that he did not desire 
another nomination and while this was 
given email credence in informed circles, 
the report managed to cause con siderable 
uneasiness among the chief executive's 
most enthusiastic adherents. These called 
at once at the bank and apparently were 
satisfied that their fears were groundless. 

Notwithstanding the expressions of con- 
cern and alarm—because the mayor says he 
does not yet know that he will be a candi- 
date, because he has not heard ‘‘from the 
interests he represents.’ 

It can be taken as .a fact, however, that 
Mr. Stephens will again head the Citizens’ 
ticket.

‘SALT LAKE PART FRESH NOW 


Railroad Fill Across Famous Utah 
Lake Entirely Changes Character 
of One Section of It. 


Special to the Post-Dispetch. 

SALT LAKE, Utah, March 5.—The north- 
ern part of Great Salt Lake will be a body 
fs fresh water in summer. Today it was 
discovered that half of the bay is fresh 
water. After the bay loses its salt the lake, 
for a half mile from the shore on the north 
end, will begin to turn fresh. 

The transformation is due to the gigantic 
undertaking of the Southern Pacific, which 
will run trains across the north end of the 
lake. The ‘“‘fill’’ on which the road is built 
virtually cuts off the Bear River Bay from 
the remainder of the lake, only a broad 
channel being Jeft open, through which the 
waters of Bear river flow. The continuous 
flow of fresh water from the river, com- 
bined with the prevention of a free ming- 
ling of the waters of the bay and the lake 
proper, freshens the water. 

As a large resort will certainly be built 
on the promontory, where it is crossed by 
the road, the unique possibility of pleasure

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FOREST PARK WILL 
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BEAUTY SACRIFICED 10 THE FAll 
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NEVER REGAIN 
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pert Parsons Says, 


Samuel Parsons, Jr., the park expert, 
says that 12,000 “invaluable and unreplac- 
able’’ native forest trees have been des- 
troyed in preparing Forest Park for the 
World's Fair buildings. 

Mr. Parsons was brought to St. Louls 
to eStimate the damage done to Forest 
Park in making the changes necessary for 
the Exposition and to make an estimate 
upon.which the bond to be given by the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co, for the 
restoration of the grounds was to be based. 

Mr. Parsons takes a very gloomy view 
of the outlook, and in placing the amount 
of the bond at $1,000,000, does not. hold out 
the hope that evén this amopnt will ever 
bring the park back to its former stand- 
ard of beauty. 

The trees are a prominent item in Mr. 
Parsons’ report, and he says no amount 
of money can recompense the city for what 
has been despoiled by the axemen. 

Many of the trees cut down were two 
feet in diameter at the trunk baee, and 
such trees as these cannot be grown in 
twenty years. Some of the native growths 
cannot be secured in twice that time. 

In addition to the trees already cut down, 
Mr. Parsons says that without doubt many 
more will be cut down before the prepara- 
tions for the state buildings are completed.

As to the natural elevations, the rugged

The Post-Dispatch’s suggestion of arbitration in the Wabash 
dispute points to the wise solution of this controversy.

INADEQUATE, BUT A BEGINNING. 

Representative Underwood's indictment of the Republican ma- 
jority in Congress for what it failed to do during the recent 
session is true only in part. 

It is true that the Congress failed to do several important 
things which ought to have been done. The Senate failed to 
pass the Panama canal treaty, the Cuban reciprocity treaty, to 
give relief to the business interests of the Philippines or to 
reduce the burdensome tariff taxes, except in the case of the

anthracite coal tax. 


It is true that the Congress did not meet the administration 
in the matter of trust legislation. It failed to pass the Little- 
field publicity measure, with the clause prohibiting rebates and 
discriminations by the great industrial corporations, as well as 
by the railroads. The House passed the bill, but the Senate 
refused to strike a direct blow at the ‘freezing out’’ practices of 
the trusts and to force them into publicity. 

But it is not true that the Republicans have passed no impor- 
tant measures to check unlawful combines. The Republicans 
passed the bill providing for the expedition of trust cases under 
the Sherman enti-trust act, and providing an appropriation for 
the prosecution of these cases. They added to the Department 
of Commerce bill an amendment providing for the investigation 
of corporationg not within the purview of. the interstate com- 
merece commission. This publicity provision does not equal 
in effectiveness that of the Littlefield bill, but it is a beginning. 
The Elkins and anti-rebate measures prohibiting rebates and 
discriminations on the part of railroads will in a measure affect 
the trusts, alihough not so potently as the Littlefield anti-rebate 
clause would have done. 

These remedies are inadequate, but they mark progress. The 
Republicans have made a beginning—they have done something 
to prove good faith, which is more than can be said for the 
Democrats.

The boys possess the wide- 
open field, and how wide it is may be 
judged from the digtance between Jefferson 
and Madisen, born to wealth and high 
training, and Jackson and Lincoln, born to 
dire poverty and cast upon the world to 
(rain themselves.—Charles F. Benjamin, in 
March 8t. Nicholas. 


City’ Waifs Become Great Men. 

The fact that America is still the land 
of opportunity is proved by the latest re- 
port of the Children’s 
York City, recently made public. 

The purpose of this society is to care 
for the tiny wai!fs and strays of the city’s 
streets and to place them in family homes 
in the country. Vast year as many as 
55.106 children were thus provided with 
homes or assisted in some other way. 

But the most notable feature of the re- 
port is the account of the successful ca- 
reers of the boys who were given a start 
in life by the Children's Aid Society. Many 
of them, of course, cannot be traced, but 
of those whose record is known two have 
bacome governors, two have become con- 
gressmen, two sheriffs, three district at- 
torneys, three county commissioners anc 
half a dozen members of state legislatures. 

In the business world 26 became bankers, 
34 lawyers, 22 merchants, 17 physicians, 
cight postmasters, 39 railroad men, several 
being high officials; 10 real estate agents, 
15 journalists, 85 teachers, 21 clergymen 
and more than 1000 have entered the army 
and navy. Five hundred others are in 
business irjlines not specified. 

The toth number of ohildren removed 
from the overcrowded (districts of New 
York to healthy homes in the country was 
1k”. In some cases whole families, parents 
included, were removed from the city.—

SAJOUS THEORY 


Organs Upsets All Medi- 
cal Tradition. 


Special to the Post-Dispateh. 

PHILADELPHIA, March Dr. 
de M. Sajous has startled the medical 
fraternity by the announcement of a dis- 
covery which, !f it proves good, will com- 
\pletely overthrow the present theory and 
‘practice of medicine. 

He declares that organs which physicians 
have always regarded as vestiges of those 
that have no functions are the most im- 
portant in the human anatomy. 

Two little organs just above the kidneys, 
which physicians have from the earliest 
times looked upon as being as useless as

Sajous to the frst place in the human 


make-up. 

These organs, the physician says he has 
discovered after nearly twenty years of 
investigation, are the medium for taking 
the supply of oxygen into the blood, and 
that they, not the red corpusces, per- 
form thia function. As the treatment and 
understanding of disease depends upon the 
condition of these organs and the organ 
is the brain te which they are attached, 
the new discovery, if subsequent investi- 
gations show it to be valid, will completely 
revolutionize medicine. 

Physicians who are discussing the dis- 
covery say that if it ts worth anything 
it i@ the greatest discovery since anes- 
thetics. Dr. Sajous’ standing as an emi- 
nent editor of medical literature and a 
leading practitioner of the city, has secured 
for .the announcement of the discovery 
a cordial reception. 

In a dozen laboratories investigations 
have been started to test Dr. sajous’ 
theory. Conservative physicians are in- 
to regard it with doubt, but the 
‘Anti-Vaccination Society and representa- 
tives of other bodies have proclaimed the 
discovery the greatest of the decade. 

“If Dr. Sajous’ discovery had been made 
in Paris by a physician of his standing 
there,’’ said a doctor to-day, ‘‘the cables 
would be filled with details of it, and the 
physicians of the whole United States 
would be engaged in testing the merit of 
Ry 
Dr. Sajous made the announcement of his 
discovery before the Philadelphia Medical 
Society in a carefully prepared paper, 
“The Ductless Glands as Organs of 
the First ‘Importance in the Vital Func- 
tions, and Their Relations to Disease and 
Therapeutics.” 

The two small organs above the kidneys, 
known as the supra-renal organs, he sald, 
are connected with an organ in the brain 
known as pAtuitary. *Thesé organs, he éx- 
plained, have the most intimate connection 
with the human system. Their secretions, 
he said, are carried directly to the pane, 
and these secretions it !s that trae up the 
oxygen breathed in. This process forms a 
ew process, which he has named ‘‘adre- 
noxin.”’ and this, he says, becomes mixed 
with the fluid part of the blood and courses 
through all the blood channels of the body, 
even the most minute. 

The pituitary, organ, Dr. Sajous asserted, 
is of the first importance in determining 
the healthfulness of a person. It ts. he 
said, the governing center of the glands. 
ond practically regulates the distribution 
of life through the véins. When it is in a 
wusted or weakened condition, then the 
subject offers a splendid mark for the iIn- 
vasion of disease. 

This organ, he sald, is the one on which 
all disease-producing poisons and other 
poisons act. Some stimulated, other de-

In round tmumbers it is stated thet the report 
will show that the business has paid $550,000 
to the counties, towns and cities and the scioo!l 
fund this year, over $400,000 of this having been 
paid to the counties, towns and cities. The 
total amount of profits pald to the achool fund 
le about $140,000, this .tuctoding the last three 
quarteriy payments require! by the new act. 

The volume of business for the year is con- 
siderably larger than that of last year.

DRESDEN, March 5.—Dr. L A. O’Brien, 
the American dentist with whom the 
Crown Princess Louise was said to have 
been infatuated before she met Giron, 
with whom she subsequently eloped, has 
left the kingdom under the King’s order. 
This latest move of the crown prince

Dr. O’Brien, who was selected to Gare 
for the teeth of Princess Louise because 
of the superiority of his American meth- 
ods over those of the local dentists, was 
an intimate friend of hers, and was fre- 
quently seen in her company. 

Althougif the crown prince at no time 
annoyed Dr. O'Brien with his jealousies, it 
was no secret that he had frequently 
.brought up the friendship of the princess 
for the American dentist during the num- 
erous Quarrelg that marred the peace of 
the palace. 

Leopoid particularly objected to the bi- 
cycle rides the princess took with Dr. 
O’Brien, and it was not only his horror at 
the thought of a crown princess bestriding 
@ wheel, but also his dislike of Dr. O’Brien 
that caused him to forbid the princess to 
continue these rides. 

Dr. O'Brien was highly regarded in Dres- 
den, where his skill had made him famous, 
but of Jate he has been ven to under- 
stand that the royal displeasure was in- 
creasing. Many of the friends at whose 
houses he formerly called have- lately 
shown him by their neglect and slights 
that the anger of the crown prince nas 
made it impossible for him to remain in 
Dresden. 

Friends had told him that he had bet- 
ter leave before he was ordered out of 
the kingdom, but Dr. O’Brien refused to 
believe that the crown prince would take 
any such action as that hinted at, and 
continued to reside in the handsome resi- 
dence’ which he had purchased near the 
palace, 

Dr. O’Brien will sall with his- wife and 
four children for America tomorrow. The 
police at firet ordered him to leave S8ax- 
ony within 24 hours, but the court later 
extended the time so0 as ta giv Dr. 
O’Brien a chance to settle up his affairs. 

The Saxon government has notified the 
other governments of Burope of Dr. 
O'Brien's expulsion, making it impossible 
under the rules of royal courtesy for him 
to reside in Germany or Austria.

Big blocks came out 
around 145 and the price went back to 144% 
in a few moments. 

The bull talk on Manhattan was to the 
effect that the earnings of the road would 
entitle the stockholderg to a 7 per cent div- 
idend under the lease to the Interborough. 
lt was also said that the stock sold on the 
curb last night up to 147, 

These bullish rumors were more than off- 
Set by talk of threatening labor troublos 
on the road and by the plentiful offering 
of stock.
